Bishop hails Catechetical Sunday

This Sunday, Sept. 21, is Catechetical 
Sunday, and urging parishes across the 
diocese to observe the day, Bishop Leo 
T. Maher wrote: 


“T pray that God will unlock the 
minds and hearts of all to accept his 
word, and that the importance of 
religious education will receive every- 
one’s just attention.”’

Noting that Catechetical Sunday this 
year carries the Catholic Bicentennial 
theme of ‘‘Liberty and Justice’’, the 
bishop said it will be ‘‘a day to give 
special recognition and encouragement 
to all those engaged in religious 
education.”

Special Masses and prayers 
were said in churches through- 
out the diocese last Sunday in 
honor of the first American-born 
saint, Elizabeth Ann Seton. 


While her canonization cele- 
bration from St. Peter’s Square 
in Rome was being relayed by 
local television stations, thou- 
sands of parishioners in their 
Sunday Masses found special 
references to the new Saint 
Elizabeth. 


BISHOP LEO T. Maher went 
to St. Brigid’s, Pacific Beach, for 
the 11 a.m. Mass in honor of the 
new saint, whose enlarged 
picture decorated the altar. 


“‘She is an ecumenical saint,’’ 
he said in reference to her 
conversion from Episcopalian to 
Catholic. ‘‘We should follow her 
example and grow in the 
likeness of this woman’’ who 
took up her cross daily, recalling 
the many sacrifices she made 
during her life,-and the growth 
which came from them. 


At St. James, Solana Beach, a 
large portrait of Saint Elizabeth 
was set on the side of the altar 
for all Masses, and in several 
churches in the diocese women 
were lectors for the first time at 
Sunday Masses.

Vietnamese refugee abortions 


By Richard McMunn 


By Aug. 28, 46 Vietnamese women from 
the refugee tents at Camp Pendleton Marine 
Base near Oceanside had abortions in San 
Diego hospitals and doctors’ offices. 


The abortions were paid for by the federal 
government as part of a ‘‘family-planning 
counseling’” program offered the refugees, 
according to Frank Mason, a Southern 
California area representative of the U.S. 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare (HEW). 


MASON SAID that 98 refugee women 
were counseled on birth control by the 
Planned Parenthood Association. of San 
Diego County, which holds a contract with 
the government to provide the services. 


The counseling sessions cost $35 per visit 
for each refugee and the total consultation 
costs ran to $5,740, Mason said. Of the 98 
refugees counseled, 55 had ““problem 
pregnancies’’ and were referred to San 
Diego hospitals and doctors’ offices for 
abortions. ‘‘Some of the women were in the 
late second stage and some were in the third 
trimester of pregnancy,’’ he said. 


The abortions for the 36 women who went 
to doctors’ offices were performed at an 
average cost of $75. Mason said that four 
women received abortions in hospitals with 
costs ranging from $250 to $375..‘‘Six more 
women received saline abortions, but I don’t 
know the cost or where they were 
performed,’’ he said. 


“HEW PAYS Planned Parenthood, the 
hospitals and the doctors with money from 
the Indochina Migration and Assistance Act 
of 1975,’’ Mason explained. 


This is the law Congress passed last 
spring appropriating $405 million to finance 
the refugee program. 


He said the decision to make HEW the 
responsible agency for Vietnamese women 
with “‘problem pregnancies’? was made in 
Washington. 


“THE INTERAGENCY Task Force, the 
coordinating administrative group for gov- 
ernment agencies working with the ref- 
ugees, decided that refugees in the U.S 
should have available all the medical 


“It was also decided that regular medical 
services would be the responsibility of the 
military and-that other services would be 
catered by the outside,’’ Mason said... 


Asked why agencies such as the Salvation 
Army’s Door of Hope and the Children’s 
Home Society, both of which provide 
counseling services at no cost, were not 
given a chance to bid on the contract with 
Planned Parenthood, Mason said that there 
wasn’t time for competitive bidding. 


“IT WOULD take a minimum of three 
months to go through a competitive bidding 
process,’’ Mason said. ‘‘Also HEW regula- 
tions don’t require that professional service 
contracts be written on a competitive basis.’* 


Mrs. Randy Engel, director of the U.S. 
Coalition for Life, says that abortion services 
~are, offered refugee women at all the 
government’s refugee camps. 


She has a hard time believing that 
Vietnamese women are volunteering for 


~ abortions. ‘‘These people aren’t in a position 


to volunteer for anything, and they tend to 
take as orders information they receive from 
any camp official.’’ 


FOR 10 YEARS the national director of the 
Vietnamese Refugee and Information Serv- 
ice, Mrs. Engel says she knows Vietnamese 


culture and customs well. _- 


“The majority of the refugees are either 
Catholic or Buddhist, and both religions 
explicitly prohibit abortion. It is doubtful 
whether a Vietnamese woman would seek 
out an abortion on her own and furthermore 
that she would be fully aware of the 
consequences of-an abortion on her health or 
the health of subsequent children,’’ Mrs. 
Engel said. 


She also said that Planned Parenthood is 
at the forefront of the pro-abortion 
movement...“‘It_seems-unlikely that their 
representatives will strongly advocate op- 
tions other than abortion or birth control.’’ 

She concluded: ‘‘Family planning in 
general and abortion in particular are totally 
alien to Vietnamese culture. These people 
have a deep love for families. and they 
believe in large families. With that in mind, I 
can’t believe that they are accepting 


. abortion in the face of other alternatives.”

Do you deserve your Monday? 


““You get the Monday you deserve from the way 
you celebrate Sunday,’’ according to Norbertine 


Father Andrew,Ciferni of Paoli, Pa. ‘Sunday is a - 


day to walk with God in the garden the whole day.’’ 
The priest was addressing 500 members of the 


Liturgical Conference meeting recently at Princeton | 


University. He pointed out that there is a great 
need for prayer as a preparation for a_ full 
observance of the Christian Sunday, which should, 
in addition to the liturgical observance, serve also 
as a day of physical rest and recreation. 

We fight Sunday, he said, because our culture 
allows us to make of Sunday what we want to make 
of it. Man can only make it a true day of rest if he is 


“at rest with himself and with God during the 


entire week.’’

Married priests available 


It is estimated that some 7,000 priests have 
married or otherwise left the active ministry in the 
United States. This according to Corpus, the 
“Corps of Reserve Priests United for Service’ 
founded this year. They report that 427 married 
and/or resigned priests nationwide have declared 
their willingness to serve the Church in some 
official capacity. Frank J. Bonnike, once the 
priest-president of the National Federation of 
Priests Councils, is a leading figure in Corpus. 


The 427 offering their services represents the 
positive response ‘‘from only 1,104 resigned priests 
whose addresses were available,’ they state. 
Based on this, Corpus. anticipates a big response 
from all others ‘who may be contacted. ‘Many 


married priests value their priesthood no less now. 
than before marriage. The Church ought to use . 


their services in a variety of part-time and full-time 
ministries,’’ according to a press release from 
Corpus. 


Former priests in this diocese who have married 
include one-whe-has become a senior Episcopalian 
minister elsewhere, another who is sales 
representative for a religious publishing company 
and others whose positions range from university 
teaching to real-estate salesman. 


Bishop places an ad 


- Bishop Sylvester Treinen evidently feels he could 
use some priests who have left their ministry. He 
placed an ad in the National Catholic Reporter thus: 
“Priests wishing to return to the. active ministry 


contact Bishop Sylvester Treinen, Box 769, Boise, 
Idaho, 83701. Tele: (208) 342-1311. Guide line: 
‘Impose no burden beyond what is indispensable.’ 
(Vatican Il on Ecumenism, No. 18).’’ 


When. asked why he placed the ad, the bishop 


replied ‘‘I feel it’s what Jesus wants. He and a 
number of bishops have accepted into their 


‘ dioceses priests who wish to return to their former 


ministry, but-he placed the ad because he wanted 
‘‘to do something more public, something that 
would get the men wherever they happen to be.’’ 


The quotation from Second Vatican Council he 
included because ‘‘l try to dispense with any 
unnecessary red tape or troublesomeness. The 
important thing is getting them back.’’ Freedom to 
return to the active ministry, the bishop said, 
includes the fact that the priest cannot be married.

We were talking...about pagans 
and paganism and how they figure in 
salvation history—or, in fact, in the 
pilgrimage of modern man towards 
belief. 


If it has been hard for some of us to 
accept the Jewishness of Christ, the 
Father of Christianity, so to speak, it 
is even more difficult for others to 
realize that Abraham, the Father of 
the Covenant, was a pagan. 


OUR VIEW OF PAGANS, it must 
be admitted, may be colored by the 
highly dramatic and emotional tales of 
missionary martyrdom and sacrifice 
among primitive peoples, which have 
been handed down _ through . the 
centuries. A pagan, aS someone 
asserted the other day i ina passionate 
defense of Abraham’s spiritual purity, 
is fixed in our minds as a person of 
darkness, savage and murderous, 
lacking in human kindness and 
religious sense. : 


But that is not what exegetes imply 
when.they refer to Abraham as pagan 
at the time of his call from Yahweh. In 
the broadest sense, paganism is a 
term attributed to all religions other 
than the true one revealed by God, 
and in a narrower sense, all except 


medanism. 


Christianity, Judaism and Moham- 


~ 


The word ‘‘pagan”’ is derived from 
the name given to country folk who 
remained heathen—or unbelieving— 
after the cities became Christian. The 
Gentiles—Greeks, Romans, etc.—to 
whom St. Pauls’ ministry was largely 
directed were alluded to as pagans, 
although they practiced varieties of 
religion and, culturally, had attained 
advanced levels of social, philosophi- 


cal and legal development. 


THAT ABRAHAM, himself emer- 
ged from a pagan background can 
hardly be disputed, yet, growing up in 
Ur, he was exposed to the most 
elaborate culture of the world at that 
time. The earliest tribunals and 
assemblies, the first social legislation 
known to history are recorded here. 
Agriculture, too, had reached an 
unprecedented technical excellence. 


But scripture says nothing of the 


influence of this pagan culture on 


Abraham, and in this sense, it is 
incomplete. There seems to have been 
a reluctance by the authors to 
recognize pagan traits in the Father of 
Israel, and an effort to separate the 


origins of the chosen people from the 
pagan world 


Nothing is said of the pagan 


formation from which Abraham came 


to his experience of God, but it 
remains, nevertheless, the source of 
his awareness. And through Abra- 
ham, pagan, and his response in faith 
to God’s call, the nation of Israel takes 
shape and moves into a regime of 
faith. 


IT WAS THE beginning of the 


recognition of a unique and transcenc- . 


ent God. Little by little; Israel was to 
come to realize that the life and light 
man'needed to accomplish his destiny 
was more than material light or 
physical life. His heart had to be 
opened to God's light and life, to turn 


away from sin, from darkness to light.” 


It is the whole story of salvation 


. history—recorded in.the books of the 


Bible and reenacted generation after 
generation in the life of every human 
being. Spiritually speaking we are all 
of pagan origin, | suppose, struggling 
through the darkness of our under- 
standing into the light of God’s life. 
We are all unenlightened to a degree, 
all awaiting God’s_ revelation of 
himself. and the personal call to 


The passage from unawareness into 
the realm of faith is a pilgrimage no 
Christian can evade. ‘’Wherever the 
Christian passes, darkness-and death 
should recede,’’ one commentator 
puts it: The Christian, like Abraham, 
is called to contribute to the 
advancement of the whole human 
race. 


ISRAEL, USING the ways of faith, 
left pagan ways—although not with- 
out regression and the recurrance of 
pagan sentiments. The prophets 
constantly reminded the people of the 
requirements of the covenant and 
drew them back to faithfulness. 

Again and again, we, a contempor- 
ary chosen people, fall into the 
idolatries of our time—wealth, status, 
power, hedonism, and so on—and are 
drawn slowly, reluctantly from our 
modern paganism by. the Word, 


repeated tirelessly by the Church in’ 


her role as prophet. 


If we are shocked by the image of a 
pagan Abraham, perhaps it is 
because, like the authors of Genesis, 
we are not far enough removed from 
our own pagan tendencies to accept 


the objective truth. 
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phrase, 
and socialism is an inescapable one”. The 
relationship is indeed, 
inescapable, in that the two are mutually 
antithetical. 


Church practice socialism, 
monastic communities to this very day?

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‘Seed of evangelical holiness’ 
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- Pope praises ‘wholly American’ St. Elizabeth Seton 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope Paul, making 
Mother Elizabeth Seton the first native 
daughter of the United States to be 
proclaimed a saint, called her living proof 
_ that the United States can produce holiness. 


“This most beautiful figure of a holy 
woman,’ he told the 15,000 Americans in a 
crowd estimated at 120,000 in St. Peter’s 
Square for the ‘canonization ceremony, 
“presents to the world and to history the 


—atfirmation of new-end-authentic riches that 


are yours: that religious spirituality which 
your temporal prosperity seemed to obscure 
and almost make impossible. 


“YOUR LAND, America, is indeed worthy 
of receiving into its fertile ground the seed of 
evangelical holiness.’ 


He described Mother Seton, foundress of 
the Sisters of Charity in the United States, as 
“wholly American’? (quoting the late 
Cardinal Francis Spellman of New York). 
Americans, the Pope said, should be proud 
of her. = 

The Pope also referred to Mother Seton’s 
“complete femininity.’’ He described him- 
self as pleased that her canonization on Sept. 
14 had fallen within the UN-proclaimed 
International Women’s Year. He noted that 
the Women’s Year ‘‘aims at promoting an 
awareness incumbent upon all to recognize 
the true role of women in the world and to 
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contribute to their authentic advancement in 
society.’ 

HE SAID he was happy “‘at the bond that 
is established between this program and 
today’s canonization.’’ In conjunction with 
the canonization, the Vatican had proclaimed 
Sept. 14 ‘““Woman’s Day.”” 

Pope Paul said that the Church was 
extoling Mother Seton’s extraordinary 
contributions as wife, mother, widow an 
Religious by canonizing her. Pe = 

The Pope added: ‘‘May the dynamism and 
authenticity of her life be an example in our 
day—and for generations to come—of what 
women can and must accomplish in the 
fulfillment of their role for the good of 
humanity.’ ‘ 


AT ABOUT 10 a.m_ the Pope, seated 
before the vast crowd in the strong 
September sunshine, proclaimed slowly and 
in a loud voice: ‘‘We declare and we define 
that Blessed Elizabeth Ann Bayley, widow 
Seton, is a saint, and we inscribe her in the 
catalogue of the saints, with the mandate 
that members of the. Universal Church 
should venerate her in the company of the 
saints with pious devotion.”’ : 

The crowd burst into applause. 

In a tribute to the Episcopalian religion in 
which Mother Seton—a convert to the 
Catholic Church at the age of 30—had been 
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MARINO, Jennie. Wife of 
Joseph Marino, mother of 
Carl C., Frank, Tom, Vito 
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reared, the Pope praised it for “‘having 
awakened and fostered the religious sense 
and Christian. sentiment’’ that showed 
themselves early in her life. 

In the name of the newly proclaimed saint 
the Pope welcomed four emissaries from the 
Episcopal Communion in the United States 
at the canonization ceremonies. He called 
their presence ‘‘a presage of ever-better 
ecumenical relations.” 


HE SPOKE OF Mother Seton’s ‘‘cour- 


age’’ in entering the Catholic Church despite 
all that that step cost her. 


“And we are likewise pleased to see that 


from this same adherence to the Catholic 
Church she experienced great peace and 
security, and found it natural to preserve all 
the good things which her membership in 


the fervent Episcopal community had taught 


her,’’ the Pope observed. _ 

Again citing the piety her early Anglican 
faith had fostered in her, The Pope noted 
“that she was always faithful in her esteem 
and affection for those from whom her 
Catholic profession had sadly separated 
her. 


THE POPE delivered his address in 
English. 

Cardinal Jan Willebrands, secretary of the 
Vatican’s Christian Unity Secretariat, read 
the gospel at the canonization Mass. This 
was seen as an added gesture toward the 
non-Catholics at Mother Seton’s canoniza- 
tion. : 

In formally entering Mother Seton’s name 
in the canon of the saints, the Pope asked: 
‘“‘But what do we mean when we Say: ‘She is 
a saint?’ ”’ 


Among the definitions of a saint he gave 
was ‘‘a person in whom all sin—the principle 
of death—is canceled out and replaced by 
the living splendor of divine grace.” 


AFTER SPEAKING of the mingling of 
human but heroic virtue and mysticism as 
the two disparate elements producing 
holiness, the Pope declared: 


“The science of sanctity is therefore the 
most interesting, the most varied, the most 
surprising and the most fascinating of all the 
studies of that ever-mysterious being which 
is man.” 
Sister Hildegarde Marie Mahoney, gener- 
al superior of the Sisters of Charity of St. 
Elizabeth, Convent Station, N.J., and 


president of the Federation of Mother 
Seton’s Daughters, became the first woman 
to read a lesson at a papal Mass in the 
Vatican. ; 


DURING THE rite of canonization, which 
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began after the Kyrie of the Mass, four 
._ women joined the pro-prefect of the 
Congregation for Saints’ Causes in formally 
asking the Pope to canonize Mother Seton. 
Ines Amanrich, daughter of the French 
Ambassador to the Vatican, told the Pope, 
23 cardinals, more than 100 bishops and the 
crowds that Mother Seton ‘‘is a Christian 
woman for our time.’’ She spoke in French. 
A Uruguayan mother, Mrs. Lidice Maria 
Gomez de Carraquiry, spoke in Spanish 
about the new saint’s example as a mother. 


A WIDOW, Mrs. Gina Faggino, said in 


Italian: ‘‘It was God above all to whom 
Mother Seton turned”’ after the death of her 
husband. 

Sister Catherine.O’Toole, superior general 
of the Sisters of Charity of Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, said that as a Religious foundress 
Mother Seton offered a ‘‘true pattern for her 
Sisters,’’ while she endured ‘‘abject 
poverty, miserable health and the hurt of 
unjust interference in her apostolate.”’ 

At the end of his sermon, the Pope 
addressed the more than 8,000 Sisters in the 
congregations tracing their foundation to 
Mother Seton. He said he hoped that they 
would be faithful to their voactions, and that 
“their fervor and their numbers’ may 
increase.”’ 

During the Mass, Cardinal Lawrence 
Shehan, former archbishop of Baltimore and 
one of eight who concelebrated with the 
Pope, became the first priest to mention St. 
Elizabeth in a canon of the Mass. Mother 
Seton made her first Religious foundation in 
Baltimore. 


MOTHERHOUSES of the six congrega- 
tions tracing their origins to Mother Seton 
are located in the dioceses of the U.S. and 
Canadian concelebrants. 

Bishop Ablondi was among the concele- 
brants because in his diocese of Leghorn 
Mother Seton was first attracted to the 
Catholic faith. 


Following the Mass, celebrated in almost | 


80-degree weather, the Pope received 
officials of Mother Seton’s Religious 
congregations and others connected with the 
canonization process. They included the two 
people who were miraculously cured of fatal 


illnesses through Mother Seton’s interces- _

AT THE CENTER of the Exodus event is 
Moses, the Hebrew child, rescued from 
death and reared as an Egyptian prince by 
the daughter of the Pharaoh (Exodus 2). 


Driven from Egypt into exile because of 
his intervention on behalf of a mistreated 
Hebrew, he receives the call of God to lead 
the Israelites out from the land of their 
oppression. 


In the call of Moses, God reveals from the 
burning bush that He has heard the cries of 
the children of Israel and identifies Himself 
as ‘‘the God of Abraham, the God of isaac 
and the God of Jacob,’’ who is mindful of His 
covenant with the Patriarchs. 


A SOMEWHAT reluctant Moses is 
instructed to bring,the Israelites out of Egypt 
and slavery and to the mountain where 
Moses’ call occurs. God also reveals the 
name Yahweh as His personal name. 


The name, derived from the ancient 
Hebrew form of the verb ‘“‘to be’’ is 
significant because it not only reveals the 
person of God but also reveals His character. 


What they say about it... 


There are many lakes and marshes in the 


‘isthmus of Suez that could have been the 


site, and it is not impossible that the 
northern tip of the Gulf of Suez, an extension 
of the Red Sea, was the place. 


In any event the earliest tradition (Exodus 
14:21) reveals that as the Pharaoh’s chariots 
closed in ‘“‘Then Moses stretched out his 
hand over the sea, and the Lord swept the 
sea with a strong east wind throughout the 
night and so turned it into dry land.’’ 


WHETHER IT was a marshy lake or the ~ 


Gulf,of Suez, the Israelites were provided 
with an escape route that was denied to their 
pursuers when the water returned at the 
command of Moses (Exodus 14:27). 


The Israelites were never to forget the 


iritervention of Yahweh on their behalf and © 


would commemorate the event by the annual 
Passover feast which recalls the Exodus as 
their supernatural birth as a nation, the 
People of God. - 


From the Exodus Moses leads his people - 


to Sinai, the Holy Mountain, where Yahweh 
is to enter into a covenant with the people He 
has saved. 


“Go and gather the elders of Israel together and tell them, ‘Yahweh, the God of your 
fathers, has appeared to me—the God of Abraham, of Isaac, and of Jacob; and he has 
said to me: I have visited you and seen all that the Egyptians-are doing to you.

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The Composition of the Bible 


Bible must be viewed 


in the culture and 
literary form of its time 


By Father Joseph Jensen 


Another important Church document 
concerning literary criticism is the 1964 
Instruction on the Historical Truth of the 
Gospels. It says that unless the exegete (one 
who interprets text) “‘pays attention to all 
those factors which have a bearing on the 
-origin and composition of the Gospels’’ 


(explicit mention is made of textual 
criticism, literary criticism, and form 
criticism) ‘‘and makes due use of the 


_acceptable findings of modern research, he 


will fail in his duty.”’ 


More recent is the address of Pope Paul VI 
to the Pontifical Biblical Commission on 
March 14, 1974, which refers to the official 
encouragement given to various types of 
literary criticism. The Pope speaks of the 
attention now given to the historical 
development of a text and to the linguistic 


and cultural complex to which it belongs. 


Even the ‘‘plurality of theologies’’ recall, 
he says, ‘‘the choral symphony of the living 
community, with its multiple voices which all 
profess faith in the only mystery.’’ Many of 
the techniques referred to were originally 
developed by scholars whose systems 
contained elements unacceptable to Catho- 
lics. 


FOR EXAMPLE, one of the most 
influential of the form critics is Rudolf 
Bultmann, a Protestant scholar who rejects 
the New Testament miracles. It is not true, 
as some popular polemicists seem to 
suppose, that any Catholic writers of note or 
even many Protestant scholars follow 
Bultmann uncritically. 


For critiques of various aspects of his 
thought, see R.E. Brown, The Gospel 
Miracles, The Jerome Biblical Commentary, 
78:109-130; J.L. McKenzie, Bultmann and 


the Bible, in Vital Concepts of the Bible, 
121-153; or V. Taylor, The Formation of the 
Gospel Tradition. 


In discussing the composition of the Old 
Testament (the New Testament will be 
discussed later), we will utilize a division 
which is somewhat over-simplified but 
nonetheless useful, namely, into historical, 
prophetic, and wisdom books. We will 
discuss each of these groups separately. 


THAT OUR division is oversimplified 
becomes apparent as soon as we look closely 
into what must be included in the category of 
‘historical books.’’ Here would fall the 
Penteteuch (the first five books of the Bible: 
Genesis, Exodus, Leviticus, Numbers, 
Deuteronomy), which attempts to tell the 
origins of the human race and of Israel from 
creation to the initial stages of the conquest 
of the Promised Land; 

Joshua and Judges, which tell of Israel’s 
settlement of Canaan; 

1-2 Samuel and 1-2 Kings, which trace 
Israel’s story through the days of Samuel, 
Saul, David, and the whole period of the 


-monarchy to the time of its destruction and 


the beginning of the Babylonian captivity; 

Ezra and Nehemiah, which tell of the 
difficulties encountered as the Jews 
attempted to establish- themselves again 
after the Babylonian exile; 

1-2 Maccabees, which tell of the struggle 
of the Jews against an oppressive occupying 
power that attempted to force a pagan 
culture upon them; and 

books such as Tobit and Judith, which are 
stories intended to edify and inspire trust in 
God rather than to relate historical events. 


Before getting down to cases, we must say 
a word about traditionary circles. Without 
some knowledge of them, it is impossible to 


We seem to wander aimlessly in a wasteland 


speak of the development of a people’s 
traditions. 


A TRADITIONARY circle is a group 
within which traditions are formulated 
and/or collected, preserved, and transmit- 
ted. The group will generally formulate or 
select materials that correspond to its own 
interests and will impress something of its 
own character in the transmission of them. 


Examples of traditionary circies would be 
clans, groups of priests, the scribes and wise 


men of the royal court, prophets living in 


community, and levites responsible for... 


liturgy itself exercised a strong influence in 
the formation of Israel’s traditions. 

An event experienced is not yet a 
narrative; it needs to be formulated in words 
by an individual who speaks for the 
community. Important occasions for such 
formulations were provided by the liturgy, 
e.g., covenant renewal ceremonies; at such 
times the Lord’s mighty deeds in delivering 
Israel were celebrated. ; 

These formulations tended to be poetic 
and hymnic in style, and their beginnings 
must go back to the day Israel left Egypt. 
The later prose. narratives. probably. drew

Grumbling is a hazard 
of pilgrims and nomads, 
past and present

The People of God, as we now call 
ourselves, are a pilgrim people. We grow up 
into godliness amidst the rigors of exile. We 
have not yet arrived at our promised land. 


So, in the meantime, we have to get 
tranquil in a world where we seem, at times, 
-to be wandering somewhat aimlessly in a 
wasteland. Our God of many promises 
sometimes seems too far away to be real. 
Consequently, we are tempted to grumble 
about His way of doing things. 


NOBODY CAN read the inspired words of 
‘‘Exodus’’ without admiration for its 
author’s sense of the dramatic. As we turn 
its sacred pages, we find all the elements of 
an adventure story: the enslavement of good 
people, the hard-heartedness of a tyrant, a 
meek man’s reluctant acceptance of 
leadership, the painful pedagogy of plagues, 
the triumph of weakness over strength, the 
superficiality of the masses, the anguish of 
the true believer. And, perhaps surprisingly, 
we find the touchiness of God about His own 
honor. 


We read that when the Israelites came 
into the desert of Sin on the 15th day of the 
second month after their departure from 
Egypt, ‘‘the whole community grumbled 
against Moses and Aaron.’’ They were 
bewildered and scared by the rigors of the 
wilderness. 


“Would that we had died at the Lord’s- 
hand in the land of Egypt,”’ they said, ‘‘as 
we sat by our fleshpots and ate our fill of 
bread! But you had to lead us into this desert 
to make the whole community die of 


-- famine!’’ (Exodus 16:3) 


GOD HEARD their grumbling and took 
pity on their childishness. The Lord spoke to 


~>"“\Mfoses “and° ‘said, “‘I’ ‘have “heard the — 


grumbling of the Israelites. Tell them: In the © 
evening twilight you shall eat flesh, and in 
the morning you shall have your fill of bread, 
so that you may know that I, the Lord, am 
your God.’’ (Exodus 16:12) 


Grumbling is a typically adolescent tactic 


for getting attention. It is a defense reaction 
against the insecurity of not being fully 
grown. It fits very snugly into the survival kit 
of an adolescent who suspects that there is a 
cosmic conspiracy against his right to be 
happy, comfortable, and uninterrupted at 
play. 

Grumbling looks innocent enough until we 
see it as a hazard to hope in the heart of an 


adult pilgrim. Then all of a sudden it 


becomes very close to looking like implicit 
despair. 

GRUMBLING CAN be a kind of disbelief 
in God’s presence in. His own world. It 
laments the rigors of exile so petulantly that 
it indirectly accuses the Lord of being 
unmindful of His covenant. No wonder the 
inspired writer imagined a touchiness in God 
about the discourtesy of grumblers. It looks 
as if God had to work dramatic wonders to 
placate His grumbling pilgrims and then 
underline His gesture as if to say, “‘There 
now; see, I told’ you so!”’ 


Most of us, like the Israelites in the 
desert, have a little strain of the grumbler in 
our makeup. This may disappoint us but it 
should not surprise us. After all, we are still 
pilgrims. And nobody gets completely 
confortable in a wilderness. 


There is a very human tendency in all of us 
to look for superhuman leaders to whom we 
can utter the imperious cry: ‘‘Take us out of 
the wilderness.” 


EVEN OUR loving Father, God, does not 
escape our petulance. At least we want Him 
to be more visible and tangible and more 
obviously present than His own plan for 
dramatic entrances. A pillar of cloud by day 
or a pillar of fire by night would do. But not 
the awful loneliness of being scared in a 
wilderness. 2 : aia) 33 
But our Father insists on being trusted as 
a Father. He wants us to believe Him when 


‘He says: ‘‘All things are yours, whether it 


be...the world, or life, or death, or the 
present, or the future: all these are yours, 
and you are Christ’s, and Christ is God’s.”’ (I 
Corinthians 3:22)

The Living Parish

Some persons, like Moses, seem to be 
born leaders. Others are placed in 
leadership positions and appear to learn or 
grow as they fulfill the tasks required of 
them. 


It is basically unfair and unwise, however, 
to prepare individuals for a life-long future 
of leading others without extensive theoreti- 
cal and practical preparation. 


TWENTY YEARS ago, I left the seminary 
with eight years of theory and theology 
behind me, but with almost no practical 
experience and very few pastoral sugges- 
tions as a guide. 


When I walked into the Cathedral- rectory 
on that February morning, I had never 
baptized a child, never preached before a 


congregation of lay persons, never visited a~ 
home on census call, never seen books 


containing the official sacramental records. 


Fortunately, generous and experienced 
priests took this young, enthusiastic, but 
extremely green priest under their wings 
and gave him a crash ‘‘how to do it’’ course 
in pastoral ministry. 


TODAY’S SEMINARIANS are more 
fortunate. In our parish, for example, they 
receive diaconate during Holy Week, return 
to the seminary for continued study and 
weekend parish work, then come home for a 
summer of supervised training in assigned 


parishes. 


Each deacon works under the guidance of 
a priest, who is his supervisor, in the specific 
parish. This priest-supervisor is expected to 
sit down at least once a week with the trainee 
and discuss the past seven days’ experience 
with him. 


The supervisor has been prepared for 
these responsibilities by a series -of 
preliminary“Sessions outlining the what and 
how of his duties and continues to learn 
about them through a mid-point evaluation 
meeting with fellow supervisors. 


THIS THREE-MONTH training program 
benefits both the deacon and the host parish. 
People hear a different voice from the pulpit; 
priests learn about the latest teachings and 
techniques from one close to the academic 


Leaders have to be: 
trained for leadership 


scene; parishioners are inspired by the 
presence and visits of an earnest young man 
filled with ideals and hopes for the future. 


But the deacon probably reaps the greater 
reward. He gains countless practical 
experiences, meets a variety of people and ~ 
comes to know first hand what are the joys 
and sorrows of a priest’s life. 


Consider some of the activities our deacon 
at Holy Family has worked through in his 
brief May-August stay: 


Taken Holy Communion to a dozen sick 
persons confined to homes in the city and out 
in the country. 


Preached every three weeks at all the 
Masses and received each time written 
criticisms of his homilies from four 
representative, but anonymous (to him) lay 
persons, including a high school student. 


Assumed responsibility for our baptisimal. 
program which meant visiting homes of the 
parents, conducting the Friday night 
instructional program,. and celebrating the 
Baptisms on Sunday at 12:30. 

Organized and led a three-day pilgrimage 
to shrines in Canada for 40 parishioners, 
mainly older persons who would not 
otherwise have had such an opportunity. 

Censused 50-100 homes, particularly of 
First Communion children. 

Called upon the sick in our local hospital 
and nursing home on a regularly scheduled 
basis. 

Assisted at weddings and funerals, 
including rehearsals, wakes and cemetery ., 
services. 

Made entries in all the official, record 
books of the parish. 

Handled the complicated Mass stipend 
account during my partner’s vacation. 

Worked in our “‘Vacation with Christ’ 
two-week summer school -of religion for 
children in grades 1-6. 


Conducted Communion services when 
needed.

Tema central en la fe Judaica y Cristiana 
es la intervencion de Dios en la historia del 
hombre.

Talking Point—Church cannot cope 
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The American family— number one disaster area 


The lawyers of the Church — otherwise 
known as the Canon Law _ Society of 
America—will meet in convention in San 
Diego Oct. 6-9. The president of the society, 
Father John T. Finnegan, recently charged 


that diocesan marriage courts are inadequately 


__ staffed to deal with the complexities of today. 
His comments, and those of Father Michael 
Higgins, recently appointed chief administra- 
tor of our diocesan tribunal, form the basis for 
this Talking Point.

‘‘The family i is the number one disaster area of our 
nation;’’ a leading canon lawyer recently told a panel 
of U. S. bishops. 


And the Church, he told them, is not giving justice 
to the casualties of marital_breakups. 


The lawyer, Father John T. Finnegan, president 
of the Canon Law Society of America and a professor 
at Pope John XXII} National Seminary in Weston, 
Mass., was testifying at a three-day regional hearing 

n ‘Liberty and Justice for All.’’ It is part of the 
national Catholic observance of the U.S. Bicenten- 
nial. 

STRIKING CHIEFLY at. injustices to divorced- 
~ remarried Catholics, Father Finnegan told the panel 
that the Church in this county is seriously 
inadequate at every phase of marital life: marriage 
preparation and premarital counseling, support for 
married life and family life, and pastoral and legal 
care for divorced Catholics. 


At the same time the priest noted strong positive 
trends within the Church in those areas and urged 
bishops to do all they can to promote and encourage 
those developments. 


Father Finnegan charged that most bishops in the A 


country have ‘‘largely ignored’’ their ‘‘grave 
obligation in conscience’’ to provide adequate 
professional staffing for their diocesan marriage 
courts. 


ONE RESULT, he said, is that a person seeking a 
marriage annulment may receive it in one diocese 
but notin the next—a_ situation ‘‘creating the 
confusion of sgeographic morality’ and a divisive 
_ pluralism.”’ 


But on the other hand, the’priest said, it fa been 
estimated ‘‘that it would take $20-30 million by the 
American bishops to make the tribunals (courts) 
function in a manner required by law and as needed 
by our people.’’ 

“Even .if this money were available, should it be 
so allocated?’’ he asked. 


Father Finnegan began his presentation by noting 
that there is a flood of factors today that make it 
difficult to live a full, healthy Christian marriage 
commitment. 


THIS OFFICIAL teaching authority of the Church 
and recent legal developments in the Church have 
been moving toward viewing marriage primarily as a 
covenant of love rather than a legal contract, he said, 
but pastoral practice has not kept pace. 


He cited a recent study in which ‘‘it was 
estimated that 57,000 marriages (of Catholics in the 
United States) in 1972 were probably entered into 

* invalidly’’ according to the Church’s understanding 
that a permanent commitment is required for a valid 
marriage. 

Because of the divorce mentality in the United 
States, he said, ‘‘the problem is massivé,** and it 
requires a major commitment to marital permanence 
by the Church not only in education but also in ‘‘life 
and witness.’ 


SOME OTHER significant ane factors that 
affect young people’s attitudes and can affect the 
validity of marriages, he said, are the widespread 
‘contraceptive mentality’ and the idea of ‘‘open 
marriage.’’ 

‘The juridical presumption in favor of the validity 
of marriage is pastorally sound,’’ he said. ‘’Our 
people need the assurance that something happens,

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something definitively has occurred, on the wedding 
day. 


‘However, the Church must realize herself as a 
‘community of mental health’ where this societal 
contagion is filtered out and our young people are 
able to grow and develop’ to a point where reality 
backs up the legal presumption. 


BUT UNDER the present circumstances, the legal 
expert said, there are in fact a large number of 
divorced persons who have a legal right to a 
declaration by the Church that their former marriage 
was invalid and they are free to marry again. 


He praised the bishops for their solidarity last year 
in appealing to maintain easier court procedures for 
resolving marriage cases. 


But even with the easier procedures, Father 
Finnegan said, the diocesan courts are unable to do 
their job. He said: 


“'THE STATISTICS are unnerving: 25 per cent of 
American tribunals have members with no degree in 
canon law and would most likely be unaware of the 
advances in canon law and jurisprudence; 30 per 
cent of the tribunals have no full-time personnel, 
and 54 per cent have one man or less. Only 26 per 
cent meet the minimum standard set by the Code of 
Canon Law; 71 per cent say their greatest need is 
adequate staffing, and only 10 per. cent of the 
dioceses claim the bishop’s support as their greatest 
asset.” 


In addition to being unable to provide legal 
services, he charged, the Church is unable to provide 
adequate pastoral and counseling services to resolve 
marriage problems, short of divorce, or to care for 


divorced Catholics. 


As a result, he said, divorced persons ‘‘are 
dispirited and walk away from us in droves with the 
impression that we hard-hearted, self-righteous, 
and the Church of the Perfect Response Only.’’ 


FATHER FINNEGAN called on the bishops of the 
country to take a step in increased pastoral care by 
lifting ‘‘the automatic excommunication for those 
Catholics who remarry after divorce.’’ 
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This excommunication, he said, is ‘found only in 
the United States, and is not part of the universal 
discipline of the Church. For all its good intentions 
originally, it has become harsh and vindictive and a 
counter-sign to the Church’s call to mercy and 
forgiveness.’’ 


He also called on the is a to make full use of 
advanced marriage jurisprudence in every diocese, 
to participate more fully in the current process of 
revising the Church’s marriage law, and to place on 
their agenda ‘‘for many years. to come’’ the 
development of pastoral care and marriage support 
programs. 


FATHER MICHAEL Higgins, ‘‘officialis’’ of the 
San Diego diocesan tribunal, asked to comment on 
Father Finnegan’s views, said he agrees with the 
CLSA president. ‘‘The tribunal system is not 
adequate for the realistic needs of the Christian 
community,’’ he said. 


“Priests in parishes have chosen to ignore 
diocesan tribunals in-many parts of the United 
States. But improving the present system is 
self-defeating. When a tribunal begins to work well, 
it-becomes literally swamped with more cases. 


‘““As aresult the Canon Law Society of America, in 
1973, established a committee to research and 
develop an alternative to the tribunal process which 
will safeguard the sacred nature of the bond of 
marriage and also serve the pastoral needs of the 
faithful. 


“THE COMMITTEE will present a written report 
with appropriate resolutions at the convention to be 
held in San Diego next month.” 

Father Higgins also said that after Vatican II 
interest was lost in the study of Canon Law and many 
priests chose to ignore it. ‘‘But in the past few years 
there has been a renewed interest,’’ he said. 

‘‘It-is my very strong conviction that no ‘one is 
properly prepared for the pastoral ministry today 
without adequate knowledge and experience in the 
structures, institutions, laws and administrative 
procedures of the Church.’’

A STRANGER CAME TO THE LUCIAS by 
Heryetits Vivian Casey. Vantage Press. 
7.95. 

Under the pressures of World War -II 
training, many a G.I. never had the time to 
learn the history of Camp Hunter Liggett 
Reservation, though one would suppose they 
wondered: about the old adobe ruins, 
cemeteries, landmarks, and the old Mission 
San Antonio de Padua as training maneuvers 
took them around. and through these 
landmarks. 

Casey has brought this all together in her 
book. Those trainees who had the long 
marches and maneuvers will feel a kinship 
with conquistador Pedro de Pascua, who 
dropped out at the Hunter Liggett site when 
on a long march with Portola in 1769. The 
Indians took him into their homeland until he 
was well again. 

The story continues with Don Pascua 
settling in the area and the succeeding 
generations of this pioneer military man, 
until the time when his ranchero was taken 
over by a ‘‘stranger’’ for Camp Hunter 
Liggett. 


The book is comparable to the Marines of 
Margarita, a companion book that tells the 
story of Camp Pendleton USMC, and is 
especially timely for our Bicentennial 
history.

3,200 CCD teachers in diocese 


Catechetical Sunday honors bearers of gospel message 


Southern Cross Reporter 


Each year literally thousands of 
volunteers from all parts of the diocese 
spend countless hours teaching Chris- 
tian doctrine and handing down the 
gospel message to succeeding genera- 
tions of Catholics not attending Catholic 
schools. 


They are the CCD teachers. This 
Sunday, Sept. 21, parishes throughout 
the diocese will honor them and reflect 
on the importance of their work while 
observing Catechetical Sunday. 


FOR CHILDREN who can’t attend 
Catholic schools, the CCD teachers are 
the backbone of religious education in 
the diocese, but they do not face their 
task alone. 

To help them, there are two central 
offices, run by full-time directors. Both 
offices employ religious education 
specialists. 

Father William Gold is director of the 
Confraternity of Christian Doctrine 


office (CCD) in San Diego, and Father . 


Gerald Butler directs the Center for 
Christian Development in San Bernar- 
dino. : 


FATHER GOLD’S office estimates 
that there are more than 1,200 CCD 
teachers working with more than 20,000 
children in San Diego and Imperial 
counties. Father Butler said there are 
22,000 to 25,000 CCD students in 
Riverside and San Bernardino counties 


_being taught by nearly 2,000 CCD 


teachers. 


“‘The San Diego area is metropolitan 
and the northern part of the diocese is 
largely rural in character,’’ Father 
Butler said, ‘‘and the needs of the 
people in each area are different. 


“THEREFORE, the philosophies of 
each CCD office must be different. 
Bishop Maher understood this when he 
established the northern office in 
1971.” 

A major task of both offices is to make 
sure the CCD teachers on the local level 
are well-qualified for their apostolate. 
All teachers must be certified by the 
diocese. 

TO ACHIEVE this each office designs 
programs, workshops, institutes and 
seminars to keep the teachers abreast of 
the latest advances in religious educa- 
tion. 


Additionally both offices are resource 
centers for religious education materials 
and each maintains an _ extensive 
audio-visual library with films, film 
strips, records, tapes, etc. available for 
classroom use. 

On request, each office also provides 
consultation services for CCD staffs in 
individual parishes. ‘‘Our job,’’ Father 
Gold said, ‘‘is to find out what is 
happening in the field of religious 
education and relate it to the parishes.” 


HE IS ALSO quick to point out that 
religious education does not apply only 
to children and classroom situations. 

“Our work involves religious educa- 
tion on all levels from pre-school 
children to adults,’’ Father Gold said. 
He emphasized that adult education is 
vital not only for its own sake but also 
because adults, as parents, are the first 
and foremost religious educators of 
their children. 

Father Butler agrees, and because of 
the importance of adult education his 
office has developed a family-centered 
program, ‘‘Share and Witness’’, al- 
ready in use in parishes. 

Because religious education for all 
levels is so important, both Fathers 
Gold and Butler and their staff 
members are working to see that each 
parish has a full-time religious educa- 
tion coordinator. 


‘‘There are already about 60 coordin- 
ators in the diocese now,’’ Father Gold 
said, ‘‘and these are professionally- 
trained people.” 


IDEALLY THE coordinators should 
direct all phases of religious education 
in the parish from planning and 
programming to advising teachers, 
sacramental preparation and adult 
education, he explained. 


Father Butler said: ‘‘In the next few 
years parishes here and in the rest of 
the country are going to have to accept 
both coordinators and the expense 
involved in quality religious education. 


EVEN THOUGH the offices share 
many of the same goals and methods, 
there are some basic differences 
between them. 


For instance, the emphasis in Father 
Gold’s, office currently is on’ special 
needs and programs. With that in mind, 
last year the San Diego office hired 
Terri Duffy to work on CCD program-

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State court allows Newman 
Mass on Delaware campus 


DOVER, Del., (NC)—The 
Delaware Supreme Court 
ruled that two Newman 
chaplains may offer Mass on 
the University of Delaware 

~campus despite university 
claims that such services 
violate the ‘‘Establishment 
Clause’’ of the First Amend- 
ment to the U.S. Constitu- 
tion. 


Overturning a lower court 


- decision that banned such 


services on campus, the state 
Supreme Court said any 
denial of campus facilities to 
student groups on the basis 
of religion would infringe on 
their constitutional rights. 


THE COURT also said the 
university can keep within its 
constitutional _ responsibili- 
ties as long as it offers 
religious groups the same 
access to facilities that it 
would offer to non-religious 
groups.
